They were related yesterday by Mr. T. F. 

P.C.. in an address to the members 
of the Dublin Rotary Club, He suggested a 
conference of manufacturers to study the ex- 
port situation. 

Mr. Laurie said that as a result of the ex- 
hibition, handicapped though it was by lack 
of price lists and details of the oods, valu- 
able contacts had been established, and it 
had been pointed out to him on many occa-, 
sions that the present adverse balance was 
not the fault of America. 

In fact, he said, there is from the long 
association hetween the°countries an urge ou 
the part of the American people to buy dmsh 
wares. 

He hoped that in the near future a really 
representative exhibition would be held in all 
the big cities in the U.S.A., and he felt that 
it would be of material advantage to Irish 
trade in America generally, if a permanent 
exhibition of Irish goods could be staged in 
New York. Large numbers of Irish people 
were doing all that they could individually, 
but it required real constructive thought and 
co-operative action if anything of a tangible 
character is to be achieved. 


‘* TRISH NEWS ” 

At the moment almost the only news to 
‘reach America about Ireland was bad news, 
headline news of a derogatory character. An 
lrish Fiee State news bureau: in New York 
was essential ta develop, stimulate and dis- 
seminate honest news about this country, its 
aims, its progress, and its reaction to world 
affairs. 

Prestige and trade walked hand in hand, 
and while the Irish representatives in 
America were doing all they could to build 
up prestige, publeity of a high order 
was: necessary to tell adequately the story 
of Ireland to the millions in America.

QUEEN MARY'S OLD - 
HOME

Oueen Mary will move into Marlborough 
House in a few weeks’ time. She will, in a 
sense, be returning to an old home; for, 
after Edward VII. came to the Throne, King 


who was then Prince of Wales, 


Georg 
reorge, 


lived there with Queen Mary until he became 
King. 
Marlborough House has a long history. 


Designed by Sir Christopher Wren, it was 
built in 1711 at the bidding of the Duchess 
of Marlborough,, who was anxious that her 
husband. who was quickly rising to fame 
as the victor of the Battle of: Blenheim, 
should have a town house befitting his 
station. The site had until then belonged 
to St. James’s Pa‘ace, and had been used 
for raising game birds. 

It was not until one hundred and six 
years later the house again became Crown 
property at a cost of £200,000, and Princess 
Charlotte and Price Leopold took possession. 
The Princess died before the assignment had 
heen effected, but the Prince, who afterwards 
became King of the Belgians, lived there for 
several years, paying an annual rental of 

In 1861 Parliament ruled that Marlborough 
House should be set aside for the private use 
of the Prince of Wales, and it was thoroughly 
overhauled. During these operations - wall 
paintings, which had been covered by several 
layers of paper and paint, were discovered. 
When King Edward was Prince of Wales 
Marlborough House was the scene of many 
brilliant social functions. ; 

To-dav it has been completely modernised. 
Recreation rooms for the servants, central 
heating and a wide range of electrical 
appliances are but a few of the innovations, 
Queen Mary herself was responsible for the 
modernisation of the servants’ rooms. | 

But despite the modern touch the old house 
will still have its traditions and, if legend be 
true, its ghosts. Charles II. and Nell 
Gwynne are said to parade arm in arm 1n 
its grounds, while Lord Mohun, who, in 1712, 
forced the Duke of Hamilton into a duel in 
Hyde Park, in which both men were killed, 
is believed to have appeared at various times.

INNS OF ENGLAND 


Seoirse 
BOWLING GREENS AND 
BATHING POOLS 
More than 20,000 ‘licensed houses in Great 


Britain—nearly one-third ot the whole—have 


renovated. Jn London alone, where there are, 
roughly, 5.000 inns, nearly: half have been 
remodelled or otherwise improved during the 
past year. 

This general rebuilding has followed upon 
the return of inns and beer to popular tavour. 
One must go back to the old coaching days 
for a time when the clientele of inns was 
drawn from so many different classes as it 
is to-day. 

“The improvement of our inns,’’ said Mr. 
Leonard R. N. Percey, secretary and manager 
of the Licensed Viciuallers’ Defence League, 
“chas heen greaily assiste] by those licensing 
justices who are taking more broadminded 
views, and who are more inclined fo permit 
modernisation and extension. 


SOCIAL CENTRES 


‘‘“They probably realise that modern inns 
must cater for all classes, with the result 
that they allow the replacement of dingy 
Victorian saloons with clean and spacious 
inns that can provide meals and entertain- 
ment as well as drinks. ‘The inn of to-day 
has to be very much more than a drinking 
shop; 1t must be a bright, attractive centre 
for sociable people: 

‘* Miilions of pounds, providing a tremendous 
amount of employment in building and other 
trades, are being spent on this vast scheme of 
modernisation. Practically every brewing 
firm in the country is sharing in the move- 
ment. Within a few years all the un- 
attractrve places should have disappeared 
entirely.” 

In London the new inns have been built 
with a simplicty. that contrasts with florid 
Victorian styles, Ample table and chair 
space is general. 


NEW STANDARDS 


In the country motorists and others have 
become used to new standards. The new mns 
eon the by-pass roads have heer gardens, 
bowling greens and, sometimes, bathing pools. 
Where older inns existde alterations have been 
carried out without harm to pleasing old 
features.

It is safer in Germany than in Great Britain 


of the official German Government journal, 
“Research and Progress.” 

“ Motoring on the new German motor road 
in Germany is, perhaps, safer than in any 
other densely-populated country in the world,” 
said Dr. James Murphy, in an interview. 


a uniform svstem of road lighting has been 
adopted throughout Germany. “The present 
British system of lighting, which varies every 
two or three miles, is obviously very 
dangerous to ali road users. 

“The Germans are at present very in- 
terested,” Dr. Murphy continued, 'in the 
national campaign for increasing the number 
of electricity consumers which is being carried 
out in Great Britain, They are particufarly 
interested because the campaign aims at in- 
creasing electricity. consumption in rural areas 
as well as in urban areas. 

“Although the German Minister of Agri- 
culture stated at the end of last year that 
over 90 per cent. of all the prime movers on 
farms in Germany were being worked by 
electricity the use of electricity in domestic 
premises is certainly not so far advanced. 

“You hear in this country a great deal 
about the fast Diesel rail cars on German 
railways, but not so much about the railway 
electrification programme which has been 
earried out over the past two or three years. 
By the end of this year it will be possible 
to travel from Berlin to the Austrian or Swiss 
fyontiers on all-electric tracks. And it may 
be possible, if the Italian Government com- 
plete various electrification schemes which 
thev have decided upon, to travel from Berlin 
to Rome also on electric trains for the whole 
journey. 

“ Another direction in which Germany has 
made great pregress is in the use of elec- 
tricity in medicine. There is a system of 
deep ray therapy in use in most German 
hospitals for the treatment of canecr.”’

CHIEFS MEET ON HISTORIC

From A CORRESPONDENT. 


“The Matabele never divide their loyalty. 
Tf it was given to the King of England, it 
was given for all time.” 

In this and similar picturesque phrases the 
Matabele chiefs expressed their loyalty to the 
Throne of England, when, án accordance with 
the custom of being presented to every new 
Governor, they met His Excellency Sir Her- 
hert Stanley, G.C.M.G., at an indaba at Fort 
Usher, at a spot barely a mile from where 
Rhodes made peace with the Matabele during 
the Rebellion, and where Rhodes and Baden- 
Powell camped. 

Over 1,000 natives attended, some being in 
their native dress. Ndilizewela, a senior chief, 
was chosen as spokesman to the Governor. 

Ndilizewela said that they had been under 
Victoria,- who was known as the 
“Good Queen,’’ and they were very sad when 
she died. She was succeeded by her son, and 
a few years later their hearts were again 
“ made black ” because of his death. Then, 
lately, their hearts had again been “ made 
black’’ by the death of King George, for 
whom they had had the most profound ‘ove 
and respect. They were glad to know that 
he was succeeded by his son, whom they ad- 
mired, and whom they had met some years 
ago as Prince of Wales. They wished him a 
long and happy reign. ye 

An interesting personality at the gathering 
was Ndaniso Kumalo, who played the part 
of Lobengula in the Rhodes film. He told 
His Exce leney that England was the most 
beautiful country he had ever seen.

Many people are inclined to think that 
the utmost that wireless does to ensure 
safety at sea is to provide a ship in distress 
with the ability to summon aid. This is far 
from being the case, however, and there are 
many other ways in which wireles is used to 
make sea journeys safer, such, for instance, 
as enabling a ship to find her position when 
fog prevents ordinary navigational . means 
being employed. i 

One of the latest wireless “safety” de- 
vices is fully described in the The Wireless 
World. By its use the captain of the ship 
is able to detect the presence of objects such 
as icebergs, derelicts, or rocks which may he 
in his path, no matter whether they be sub- 
merged or otherwise.

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HE Free State Minister for Industry and 
a Commerce (Mr. Sean Lemass) yesterday 
formally opened the head offices of the 
Insurance Corporation of Ireland at 36 Dame 
street, Dublin. 

When Mr. Lemass arrived. at the new build 
ing he was welcomed by the Chairman of 
the Board of Directors (Mr. John McCann), 
the Secretary (Mr. 8. V. Kirkpatrick), and 
the Assistant Architect (Mr. Stanley Robson), 
who presented the Minister with a gold key, 
with which, he performed the opening 
ceremony, {The large attendance included 
representatives from ‘other insurance com 
panies operating in the Free State. Mr. W 
T. Cosgrave, T.D., was also present. 

In welcoming the Minister Mr. McCann 
said that Mr. Lemass s presence was a man!- 
festation of his deep interest in the develop- 
ment of sound insurance institutions under 
native auspices, He reminded prospective 
policy holders that, with an authorised capital 
of £500.000 and a subseribed capital ol 
£100,000 fully paid up, they were equipped 
and ready to undertake all classes of fire and 
accident insurance. Their new head office 
premises, as well as their new branch offices 
just opened in Cork, were an. indication that 
the directors, from their experience of the 
substantial measure of support already 
received, felt justified in making the fullest 
provision for the continued expansion of the 
business of the Corporation. 

THE INSURANCE BILL 

Some recent public comments on their flota- 
tion made it necessary for him to declare 
that the promotion of the Corporation owed 
its origin solely to their conviction that there 
was abundant 100m for such an undertaking, 
whether the conditions then prevailing im 
insurance business continued unchanged or 
were modified by legislation in harmony with 
the general fiscal policy of the Government.

NATIVE CONCERN 


In declaring the new premises open, the 
Minister (Mr. Lemass) said that the estab- 
lishment of the Insurance Corporation of Ire- 
land was a noteworthy event in the history 
of insurance in this country. It was the 
first insurance company of its kind to be 
launched in the Free State for a number of 
vears past as a purely native concern, and 
it had been planned on a financial scale 
greater than had been heretofore attempted.

The framing of the Insurance Bill had 
occasioned many weeks of anxious delibera- 
tion by the Government. On the one hand 
was their expressed desire to promote the 


establishment and the growth of native in- 
surance companies, and their wish to facili- 
tate the transaction by them of the greatest 
possible share of all classes of assurance busi- 
ness in the Free State. On the other hand 
was their conviction that precipitate action to 
those ends might defeat their objects and, in 
adverse circumstances, involve many of their 
people in serious loss. They had endeavoured 
to frame a measure which, while serving 
their purpose, would avoid the dangers they 
foresaw, and he thought they had succeeded. 

One of the anticipated results of the bill 
was that it would increase the prospects of 
continued success of the Insurance Corpora- 
tion of Ireland. He believed that the com- 
pany would have commanded success without 
its ald, because it had the competent direc- 
tion and substantial resources which 
required, 

After the opening ceremony the Minister 
was conducted over the premises. The secre- 
tary (Mr. 8.

R. AODH DE BLACAM and others, I 


see, have been leathering into the 
films. Sometimes I wonder what these 
annual congresses, at which people get up 
and read papers, would do without the 
films. Would there be anything to talk 
about? Three speakers, including Mr. de 
Blacam, at this particular session of the 
Catholic Truth Society, had unpleasant 
things to say about the cinema, which were 
more or less summed up in the lecturer's 
statement that the film was almost 
uniformly gross. 

This generalisation, of course, is simply 
ridiculous. The film is not almost 
uniformly gross, or anything like it. J 
doubt very much if one film out of every 
dozen has even a suspicion of grossness 
about it. Call them ‘‘ material ” if you 
like, because they deal with secular 
themes and steer carefully clear of any 
religious note ; but that fact does not make 
them any the more gross. Grant that 
their themes are love and scrapping and 
similar frailties of the flesh; thc'e 
are the themes of the conversation of 
ninety-nine out of every hundred men and 
women, and, if you try to remove them 
from the screen, you will leave just 
precisely nothing. Let us judge the 
cinema fairly. It has never claimed to be 
a vehicle of social and moral uplift—and, 
if it were, nobody would go to a picture- 
house. But to say that the cinema, as a 
whole, is gross is no more true than to say 
that every citizen of Ireland has an instinct 
for murder, or that. every Englishman 
beats his wife. 

* s+ @ 

As a matter of fact, what surprises me 
is not the cinema’s grossness, but its sur- 
prising freedom from grossness. I am not 
sure, indeed, that it is not this reluctance 
on the part of the film corporations to 
offend their patrons’ susceptibilities which 
Is ‘eamenaiil for much of the inanity 
and puerility which have defaced the 
screen. Compared with the stage of 
all ages—or with the novel, past and 
present — the screen is positively a 
miracle of morality. After a little reflec- 
tion, I could think out a dozen films 
which have been based upon books, and 
which have so gerrymandered the plot in 
order to abolish the grosser bits that they 
have been rendered almost meaningless as 
a result. To take the classic criterion, 
““ Would you bring your younger sister to 
see that film?’’ I know that I would take 
a chance on pretty well any picture-house 
any week. But I doubt very much 
whether I should care to put a modern 
novel into her hands without first having 


a good look through it. : 
+ % * 
DMITTEDLY, there are dangerous 


features about many films. I can 
readily imagine that certain horror scenes 
would pack a sensitive child brimful of 
complexes and inhibitions and all the rest 
of them; and the gangster’s gun may 
have a tendency to put the wrong thoughts 
into an adolescent head. But these are 
not examples of grossness, any more than 
the late G. K. Chesterton’s Father Brown 
stories are examples of grossness. May 
[ suggest to Mr. de Blacam and the other 
speakers at Tuam that they could do 
worse than to take up a-course of film- 
going for the next few weeks. Let them 
go to, say, four houses a week, chosen at 
random, for a month. Let them go with- 
out any preconceived ideas, but simply 
with a resolve to examine their own re- 
actions. And if in all those sixteen or 
twenty films they find as much real gross- 
ness as would corrupt a clean-living cat, 
I shall eat my words with the greatest 
pleasure in the world.

INSTITUTE

awaited, by invitation, the members of the 
Hospitals’ Commission to discuss steps that 
should be taken to further the development 
of the use of radium in the Irish Free State 
for the treatment of cancer and other diseases. 
This conference was a sequel to a report 
submitted by the Committee some time ago, 
urging the necessity for the establishment of 
a Radiological Institute in Dublin, separate 
irom, but closely allied with, the various 
hospitals. In this institute—which must not 
be confused with a cancer hospital-—patients 
from all parts of the country could obtain 
treatment with radium and X-rays. Another 
most important function of such an institute 
would be the training of expert workers in 
radium therapy. : 

Sir Edward Coey Bigger, Chairman of the 
Society’s Radium Committee, and the other 
members of the delegation, again emphasised 
the urgency of the need for such an institute. 
At the present time the radium supplied by 
the Society’s laboratory was being used by a 
limited number of expert workers for the 
treatment of about 600 cases per annum. but 
the Royal Dublin Society’s Radium Institute 
was capable, if necessity arose, of affording 
much greater faciiities than are at present 
in operation, and the Society would do. all in 
its power to collaborate with and assist such 
an institute. ; 


EARLY START URCED 


The foundation of the ideal institute, with 
the necessary accommodation and equipment, 
would inevitably take a considerable time. 
even if one of the existing Dublin hospitals 
were utilised for that purpose—a course which 
had much to recommend it. Sir Edward. 
therefore, urged that a start should be made 
as soon as possible by the appointment of an 
expert In radium therapy, under whose guid- 
ance a sufficient number of medical workers 
could obtain a knowledge of the technique 
to enable effective use to be made of the 
opportunities offered by the Society’s radium 
for the treatment of the many hundreds of 
eases which are suffering at present without 
the rehef that might be made available at 
comparatively small expense. 

The Commissioners participated in a lengthy 
discussion following the opinions expressed, 
and at the conclusion of an interesting. con- 
ference, which dealt with the various problems 
involved, thanked the delegates thy 
Societv for their attendance.

HE -Minister for Local Government has 
addressed to all local bodies a circular 
letter calling attention to the importance 

of their taking precautions to ensure as far 
as possible the safety of persons whilst 
bathing,

As valuable: lives -are lost each year by 
drowning accidents,’’ the letter points out, 
“it 18 suggested that where atiy part of a 
bathing strand is dangerous. owing to currents, 
hidden holes, quicksands, or other causes, 
notices should be posted near such_ places 
warning intending bathers of these dangers. 


Moreover, whenever, owing to the state of | 


the sea or the run of the tide. bathing from 
a strand is likely to be attended with peril, 
arrangements should be made for exhibiting 
an agreed signal to notify persons of the 
danger involved in entering the sea while 
these conditions continue. * 

“ Although it is not practicable to guard 
against the occurrence of bathing accidents 
due to cramp or other causes, the number of 
deaths resulting from these accidents will be 
minimised if suitable life-saving apparatus is 
readily available. If such apparatus has not 
been provided at each bathing resort in their 
district, the local authority should take into 
immediate consideration the desirability of 
making the requisite provision of life-saving 
ge Where these appliances have 
already been provided, the local authority on 
the advent of each pubhe bathing season 
should request their engineer to report as to 
whether they are maintained in a satisfactory 
condition. 3 


BATHING SHELTERS 


“HR is also desirable in bathing resorts 
where bathing machines are not already in 
use to provide such machines or bathing 
sheds or shelters for the use of bathers. It 
open to the local authority to provide 
these conveniences and to charge for the use 
thereof. It is suggested that bv-laws should 
be made for regulating the use by bathers of 
hathing strands and bathing machines. and 
for the preservation of order and decency in 
connection with publie bathing. |

DENSE FOG 
A vivid account of the vessel striking 
the rocks was given to’ an irish Times 
reporter by Miss J. Norris, of 10 Marl-

BACK TO EGYPT 


The Times remarks in a leading article 
| to-day:—Sir Miles Lampson, who left 


London by air on Saturday, is now back 
in Egypt, and there is every reason to 
expect the prompt resumption of the con- 
versations with the Egyptian delegation 
at Cairo. If the military problem can be 
solved by mutual agreement and conces- 
-and there no other method of 
satisfactory solution—there 
still remains another important problem— 
that of the Sudan. This, too, has its difh- 
culties; but there is no reason to believe

negotiations of 1930. On that occasion 
Nahas Pasha and his chief lieutenant, 
/Makram Bey Ebeid, broke with . the 
British delegation by insisting on the 
right of unrestricted immigration of 


Egyptians into the Sudan. In so doing 
they may have believed that Egyptian 
public opinion would oppose the surrender 
of the claim made on several occasions by 
Zaghlul Pasha that the Sudan was an in- 
separable part of Egypt, but nine years 
have passed since the great Egyptian 
leader’s death, and Egyptian opinion has 
become more reasonable on this subject. 
It is fair to say that the unsatisfactory 
and indeterminate nature of the relation- 
ship between Great Britain and Egypt 
since 1922, and Egyptian doubts as to 
British intentions, adds The Times, have 
deterred one Egyptian Government after 
another from embarking boldly on a pro- 
zramme of financial, secial and adminis- 
trative improvement. The conclusion of a 
treaty with Great Britain should remove 
these inhibitions and add one more to the 
advantages of a treaty freely negotiated 
between equals, recognising the special 
needs of each partner in the proposed 
defensive alliance, and inspired by a spirit 
of mutual confidence and respect. But to 
reach this happy conclusion there must be 
no repetition on the one side of the lack 
of realism which wrecked the negotiations 
of 1930, and, on the other, of that equally 
unrealistic indifference to Egyptian public 
opinion and national sentiment which put 
an untimely end to the earlier negotia- 
tions with Sarwat Pasha. A great oppor- 
tunity confronts both Governments, but 
it is an opportunity that may not recur,

unicameralism. ifty-nine per cent. 
favoured retention of two-house legisla- 


tures, and forty-one per cent. voted for 
change. Larger proportions of those with 
legislative experience voted for the two- 
house system than for unicameralism. 
CENTURY PLANT 

Since that time, Nebraska has voted for 
a one-house legislature. This year the 
Cornhuskers will elect the first unicameral 
legislature which America has had in a 
century. In 1836 Vermont—which, with 
Pennsylvania and Georgia, was one of the 
three- unicameral States—turned to the 
two-house system. Just a century later, 
would-be one-housers are filing their 
papers in Nebraska. , By a curious coin- 
cidence the Irish Free State is abolishing 
its Senate during this same year. 

The Government of the Irish Free State 
recently asked the Legislative Reference 
Bureau of Pennsylvania, ‘‘ Why did 
Pennsylvania abolish the unicameral 
system? ’’ This provoked some interest 
ing studies on the reasons for an action 
which Ireland and Nebraska are reversing 
this year. : 


ASSEMBLY OF FHEEMEN 


Under the Constitution of 1776, Penn. 
sylvania placed the executive power of the 
State in the hands of a President and a 
Supreme ‘Executive Council of twelve 
members. The law-making powers were 
vested in a single body known as the 
General Assembly of Freemen. To insure 
that the rights guaranteed by the Constitu- 
tion would be preserved, there was created 
also a Council of Censors, whose duty it 
was to inquire whether the Constitution 
had been preserved inviolate in every part. 

This Council of Censors consisted of two 
persons from each city and county of the 
State, and was to be elected every seventh 
year. 

After the adoption of the Constitution of 
1776 public opinion soon began to decide 
that one-chamber legislature was not con- 
ducive to good government in Pennsyl- 
vania. Among the first acts of the Council 
of Censors was the appointment of a Com- 
mittee on the Defects and Alterations of 
the Constitution. The Committee pre- 
sented its report in 1784. . 

While dealing also with other subjects, 
its discussion of the unicameral legislature 
is of peculiar interest in view of the ex- 
periment which Nebraska is soon to under- 
take. 


CHECKS AND BALANCES 


The outstanding features of the report

JAPANESE OFFICER’S 
DEATH

PEIPING, Monday. 

The British Consular Court of Inquiry 
into the death of the Japanese officer, 
Kisaku Sasaki, was again kept waiting to- 
day. <A Korean bar attendant who was 
to vive evidence was an hour late im 
arriving. Other witnesses kept the Court 
vaiting for half an hour. The Court's 
investigations were held up on Saturday 


owing to the absence of Japanese wit-. 


nesses, 

Allegations have been made against two 
British soldiers by the Japanese in con- 
nection with Sasaki’s death. 

Giving evidence to-day the head of the 
Japanese hospital here said that Sasaki’s 
fractured skull must have been caused by 
a blunt instrument, and could not have 
been inflicted by the naked fist. | 

A Japanese shopkeeper, a friend of 
Sasaki, said he heard a cry and saw two 
British soldiers chasing some men. He 
thought it was an ordinary street brawl, 
and continued on his way. Later Sasaki 
arrived in a rickshaw outside the shop- 
keeper’s home with a Japanese friend. 
Sasaki was. groaning, and witness advised 
the friend to take him to hospital, where 
he died shortly after arrival. 

The Korean bar attendant’s evidence 
was to the effect that two British soldiers 
assaulted a Korean customer in the court 
vard of the bar on the night of May 25th. 


He could not, however, identify the 
alleged assailants. 

The British privates against whom 
allegations have been made by the 
Japanese are H. Cooke and R. Hunt. On 


the strength of the evidence produced 
before the Court depends whether any 
charges of manslaughter or of causing 
bodily harm are to be formulated against 
them.

BERLIN, Monday. 
FTER having been. buried alive for al- 
most eight days and nights.at a 
depth of 2,400 feet by a fall of rock in 
the coalmine . Shamrock, at Herne, 
Westphalia, a German miner named 
Schmidt was liberated to-night. He had 
spent 178 hours in a low and narrow hole. 
The heat at this depth was terrific. 
The corridor connecting him with the 
outer world had collapsed over a distance 
of more than 60 feet. The rescue gang, 
working feverishly in four shifts to build 
a new corridor, was in constant danger of 
being crushed by falling stone and coal. 
First a small pipe was driven through 
the stone and coal to Schmidt’s prison to 
supply him with air and food, but this 
was destroyed the following day by a fur- 
ther fall. 
A bigger pipe, four inches wide, was 
driven through to Schmidt on Thursday, 
and through this he received bread, bis- 


cuits, sausage meat, cheese, tomatoes, 
milk and tea, with brandy at regular 


intervals. 

Knowing he was a football “fan,” and 
interested in carrier pigeons, his friends 
thrust the latest copies of the football 
papers and the Pigeon Gazette through 
the pipe. These he read with one of the 
miner’s lamps in his possession. 

His wife conversed with him, and Herr 
Hess, Hitler’s deputy, sent him a tele- 
gram of encouragement. 

Meanwhile, rescue gangs were at work, 
one trying to reach him from below from 
a lower corridor. 

A hugg crowd welcomed him at the pit- 
head. He was taken to hospital for ob- 
servation, although he appeared as fit and 
sound as could be expected after his 
ordeal.

Soon after successfully repulsing one 
attack, a police patrol ran into another in 
Palestine last night. and in the second 
éngagement three British constables were 
wounded, two seriously.
